It is most importart that the 
cities have alert and intelligent 
represenation in Sacramento. Cit- 
ies are creatures of the state, de- 
riving their powers from _ state 
law, which may be changed from 
time to time by special interests 
untess a vigilant guardian of local 
self-government is on the job. 


This is especially so with respect | 


to sixth class cities such as Menlo 
Park, but it applies forcefully also 
to chartered cities. So long as the 
precious gem of home rule is pre- 
served in the legislature, there is 
littl reason for a city to adopt a 
charter. Charters are changed only 
by a vote of the people, followed by 
legislative ratification. There is a 
tendency for charters to become 
antiquated as new and improved 
methods of municipal administra- 
tion are developed. Permissive 
changes te permit modern practices 
are accomplished in fact much more 
readily in the Legislature when 
spensored by such recognized forces 
for efficient municipal overations 
as the League of California: Cities. 


The staff of the League keeps 
city officials informed as to pro- 
poved laws in the Legislature, and 
appear at legislative committes 
hearings to explain the effects 
various meastires will have on 
cities, 

City officials are thus enabled to 
centact their own representatives in 
the Legislature and explain the re- 
percussions whieh the proposed 
laws would have in their own cities. 
When the threat is sufficiently ser- 
ious, city. cfficials may call the pro- 
posed laws te the attention of the 
citizenry and point out the effects 
hey will have on them. The League 
sometimes sponsors measures, and 
frequently joins with other groups 
in supporting measures to benefit 
cities. 

The principal bill sponsored by 
the League this session is a mea- 
sure to require that municipal 
type services furnished by ccun- 
ties to unincorporated urban areas 
be paid for by special taxes in 
these areas.

Discharge Proof 
ls Valuable in 
Job Preference 


The importance of a military dis~ 
charge certificate to the ex-serv- 
iceman has once more been under- 
lined, according to Floyd D. Gran- 
ger, veterans sefvice officer, this 
time by preference accorded vet- 
erans in defense industry and gov= 
ernment employment. 

“Every veteran in San Mateo 
county should have his original dis- 
charge certificate in a safe place, 
and should know where that place 
is,’ Granger said. “In addition, he 
should have it recorded by the 
county recorder, and he _ should 
have. at least one photstatic copy 
lof it made. Failure to take any of 
‘these steps may some day result — 
in inconvenience, at the very least, 
and serious delays, at the worst, 
for the veteran and his family.” 

Reports from centers of defense 
industry expansion indicate that 
many veterans are applying for 
employment without proof of 
their status, Granger added. Some 
of these veterans are consequently 
discovering that they have lost 
their discharge certificate. 

If a discharge is lost, a certificate’ 
in lieu of lost discharge can be ob- 
tained, although the process re- 
quires a little time, according to 
Granger. This certificate will be as 
effective as the original in many: 
situations, but not all. 

There is no charge for recording’ 
or a discharge certificate. It may 
be taken to the recorder’s office, 
courthouse, Redwood City, for this: 
purpose at. any time.

MURRAY FAMILY 

The first building known to have 
been established on the present Al- 
lied Arts Guild site was constructed 
in the late '50’s by members of the 
family of John and Margaret Mur- 
ray, who arrived in the Menlo Park 
area, after journeying “’round the 
horn.” 

They first settled in the area in 
1854, and their original home was 
the small wood-and-adobe build- 
ing near Ringwood and Colby 
avenues, built at an earlier date, 
which still survives. 


From this first establishment the 
Murrays began shipping milk and 
other dairy products to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Moving then to the Allied Arts 
site, they expanded their facilities, 
constructing, among other build- 
ings, a large frame barn and sheep- 
shearing sheds. 


ORIGINAL STRUCTURES 

According to the present tenants 
of the property: 

“,..All the frame buildings and 
the two-story building you see as 
you enter the gate are the original 
buildings of the Murray family.” 

How long the ranch: continued to 
be operated as such is not known. 
In 1929, however, the property was 
purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Gar-
